4A We fhall be always very tender in giving our 
Advice, when the Happine(s or Ruin of Perfons or 
Families may be rhe Confequence of it. With this 
Difpofision we have confidered your Queftion, 
and not without a fenfible Pity and Concern 
for the Confequences of it to the fo much injured 
Husband, we give ir as our Opinion, that you can- 
not with Jultice conceal this Matter from him, 
if there is that nororions Evidence of the Fact which 
you pretend. We wou'd not encourage any Man 
to be a forward Informer, bur yet there are {ome 
Crimes cf tuch a Fiagrant Nature and pernicious 
Cos.equence, that they ought not to be connived 
at, of which fort we think this you mention to be 
ene of rhe woift. So much good Natare oughr 
to be cdilabusd when Treated with fuch bafe 
ate: chery and Ineratirude, befides (what you 
mention) tie waft.ng of his Eftare, and perhaps 
bring:ne up a Spurious Offspring in his Family, 
The Con‘equence of fuch a Dilcovery if well ar- 
tefied may prove a Divorce, and then may be ob. 
jected to whar we advife the Heinoutnefs of being 
inftrumental ir, creating a Diflention between a 
Man ani his Wife, contrary to the Injunction, “4 bom 
God bath joined together, lee na Man put cfunder, 
Bur to this we Antwer, that fuch a Difcovery as 
is, Cught not to be made without all imagin- 
able Lencernef§ and Precaution, and a fu'l and 
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convincing Evidence of the Fa&. And under thefe 
Circumftances we cannot think it a Crime but 
much rather a Duty to be inftrumental towards 
actually diffilving that Union which is already vir- 
tually diffolved, our Saviour himfelf allowing of 
a Divorce in this Cafe, and no other. There is fuch 
a Complication of Wickednefs in Adultery, fo 
much Scanda!, Ingratitude, Injury and Perjury in 
ir, thar (without Regard to other Circumftances ) 
it delerves the moft open Shame, and a more ex- 
emplary and fevere Punifhment than any Laws we 
have in Reing do prefcribe. 

Q. Gentlemen, Give me the true Signification of 
the Greek W%rd, Bem]ila. 

4. \c is nor to be denied that the proper Signifi- 
cation of the Word is to Dip or Plunge into Water, 
from whence the Anabaprijts think that Plunging 
is effential to the Sacrament of Baprifm. Our 
Church do's indeed enjoin Dipping when it may 
be done fafely, but allows alfo of Sprinkling as 
fufficient. For the Application of Warer is effen- 
tial in Baptifm, but the manner of that Application 
is only a Circumftance ; which is evident enough 
confidering that the Word Baz]iCw, is often in 
Scripture ufed Figuratively, and fignifies any kind 
of Wathing, Rinfing or Cleanfing, even where there 
is no Dipping at all, as Mat. 3. 11. and 20, 22. 
Mark 7. 4. and 10. 38. Luke 3.16. A&s 1. 5. 
and 11. 16. @Cor, 10. 2. Hefichius, Stephanus, 
Scapula and Budeus, the great Mafters of the Greek 
Tongue, make it evident by many Inftances out 
of Clafflic Authors, that Baptizng imports no more 
than Ablution or Wafhing which may be done with- 
out Dipping to the Overthrow of the Anabaprifts 
Argument, 

Q. Gentlemen, Tho’ I live in Yerkthire, yee 1 
have had the good luck to fee fome of your Papers which 
pleafe me much and I often think you might, even in 
this Country find many curious peices of Nature, and 
Surprifirg Phenomena, not unworthy your Refearches, 
We have Fertil Vallies hedg’d in by perpendicular Lime 
Stone Rocks, facing each _ fome Valles are about 
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\ of a mile broad, feveral miles in length, fome ave 
dire, others crooked and winding, Toe Rocks anfwer 
one another in height and fhape, and by maintaining a 
Rejemblance throughout evento a nicety feem to have 
been once continu'd, however fince disjoind : alfo many 
others, which do not fo, face each other, but cone book- 
ino at the back of anceber. At the Feet of all thefe 
Rocks are prodigious numbers of Splinters or {mall 
Stones. Mot of thefe Rocks look to the Wet, and 
within a very inconfiderable [pace the Soil near fome of 
‘em is quite chang'd from Lime Stone to a Grit or courfe 
fice Stone, and fo continnes for many miles. Im fa- 
tisfy'd thefe never came out of the Hands of the Al- 
migity inthe State they are.now in, Pray, what 
Cnanges may theEarth have undergone fince the Crea- 
sion to account for thefe Appzarances. 

A, Dr. Plot, in his Natural Hittory of S¢afford- 
fhire, gives an account of tuch another Surpriling 
‘Range of Recks, which he faw in thar Country. 
And there are fome other Inftances of them in Eng- 
land. Wedo not in the leaft doubr, bac that rhis 
P).cnomenon is owing to the Deluge. For the An- 
tediluyian Earth was undoubtedly of a much more 
regular Surface than the Prefent: ( tho’ we do not 
come up to the Regularity thac Dr. Burnet makes 
itof:) And not only fo bur all the Strata of Stone, 
Oar, Chalk, Cole and Earth, wore more sniformly 
difpofed, and by their prefentDilpofition teem ar firlt 
to have been parallel, continued and not fo much in- 
terrupted and broken as they are now. Bur ail 
thefe Strata were by the Violent and Tumulruous 
Prefflure of the Waters of the Deluge, broken 
loofe and divided. A plain Argument of which 
is taken from the fhells of Fifhes, which are found 
Buried amongft thefe Ser ata at the greateft Depths 
of che Earth, For iris natural to fuppofe, that the 
Earth being in this confufed or Chaotic State, and 
there being fuch a Grofs and Heterogeneous Mats 
of Corpuicles difperfed every where thro’ the Wa- 
ters, Multirudes of F:fhes wou'd be thereby Poifon- 
ed or Stifled, and woud fink down wich thele 
Strata upon the Abating of the Waters. This, we 
fay, is a plain Argument that the Earth was thus 
broken by the Deluge. And as for the Rocks 
mention, it is probable, they cither 1.tain their 
Primitive Simmation and Uniformity ( for ir is no: 
neceflary in our Hyporhelis that ali the Paris of the 
Earth fhou’d be broken) or ar leaft that fome vaf 
Fragments of fome Rocky Stratwm might thes fer- 
tle cogether, when other Bodies begun to fubfide. 
And the Reafon why they appear Naked is, becaute 
the uppermoft and higheft Seratum of Soil being 
mixed with the Water, and fo appearing like Mudd, 
wou'd before its Confolidation run down to the 
loweft Places, and leave the higher (efpecialiy fuch 
as are Rocky) either wholly bare or with a thin 
remainder of Soil upon them, And thus we find 
a thick Soil {pread upon the Vallies and Plains which 
makes them Fertil, buc a very thin one, and in fome 
Times none at all, upon the Ridges and Tops 
of Mountains, which is the Caufe of their Bar- 
renne(s. 

Q. Gentlemen, Pray give us your Opinion of the 
true Caufe of an Eatthquake, or whether there be 
more Caufes than one. 

A. The only rational Caufe that, we think, is 
affigned for ir, is, that there is almoft every where 
under the Earth found difperfed a mixture of Sul. 
pher and Nitre, which being compounded toge- 
ther in due Proportion produce a natrur#®Gun-Pow- 
der, of greater Force and Noifethan the Artificial ; 
and this, being clofe pent up in the Earth, will ne- 
ceffarily when fet on Fire, throw it into thofe terri- 
ble Convulfions which we call Earthquakes. The 
only feeming Difficulty, is to explain how thele 
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Materials are fet on Fire, when ihey have no Com. 
munication with Air, which is generally neceflary, 
both for the Kindling and Duration o: Fire. Bur 
we Anfwer that Air is unneceilary to that fort of 
Fire, which is kindled from the Principles and in 
the Circumftances we {peak of, as is evident from 
what Miners relate concerning Fire-damps, which 
never begin to appear till there is perceived a want 
of Air, and upon the [mmitiion of Air ate de- 
ftroyed. And this may likewife by the Bye account 
for the Perperual Lamps of the Antients, which 
being fhut up in Tombs and Subterraneous Cells 
were preferved without any Communication with 
the externa! Air. Now the Nacural Effeét of this 
Caute of Earthquakes which we have affigned, Viz. 
the Kindling and Explofion of natural Gun Pow. 
der, woud be Eruptions of the Earch and fomee 
times {trange Subterraneous Noiles, which we find 
(tothe great ftrengthning of our Theory) to be 
actually fo. For all Vulcamos upon their greareft 
Eruptions have Earthguik-s preceding them, ag 
whoever confults the Hiftory of thofe of Vefuvins 
or Etna, or indeed any other Vi/cano will find, and 
that they were likewile generally atrended with 
horrible Notices, And thefe Eruptions have been 
made not only by Vileanos, the Paffages of which 
were before open, but have likewiie frequently o- 
pened tothemfelves new Paffages. An Inftance of 
which we have not long ago, viz. in the Year 
1677, in the Iffe de la Palma, one of the Canaries, 
where was an Earthquake accompanied with a Thune 
dering Noife in the Bowe!s of the Earth; and at 
laft the Earth opened in 18 places, whence with the 
fame Thundering Noile iilned Fire and Smoak, 
melted Rocks, and fiery Stones, which it threw fo 
high into the Air that the People lof fight of them.
